The long end bitter controversy over 
the matter of extending wetet mains 
that has been the predominating feature 
of Council m an lo proceedings for the past 
year wae apparently brought to.a close 
Monday night when tbe bide for water 
main extenalone were rejected. 

; It Is likely that the host Council, In¬ 
stead of attempting water main exten 
Atone oo a large scale, will deal with the 
reepeotlve petitions for wptei; mains in 
the order of their presentation or of 
their importance and necessity. The 
controversy wae a baneful pne in Its 
effect upon tbe administration of poblie 
affairs. It divided tbe Council Into two 
distinct factions and tbe predominating 
power of tbe majority faotloh was eo for¬ 
cibly applied that tbe minority faction 
felt that dl ouS9loo of public matters of 
aoy klod wae almost useless. 

The controversy was a needless one. 
Tbe chairman of the water committee 

u 

brought It on by an over-sealous ambi¬ 
tion »to display masterly ability In tbe 
management of the water department 
ander his administration of that depart¬ 
ment's affairs. Previous to the attempt 
to show so enormous profit In the opera¬ 
tion of tlse town’s water plant there had 
been no particular orltlelam of the water 
department. Tax-payers appeared to be 
satisfied with tbe assurance that the 
water department was keeping about 
even up In lte receipts and expenditures. 
Water department affaire were In a tol¬ 
erably peaceful state until tbe ohalrmao 
of tbe water committee brought forward 
a scheme for water main extensions that 
staggered some of bis colleagues lo the 
Oounoil by Its magnitude and the amount 
of expenditure Involved lu It. 

The projeot wae opposed for two 
reasons. One was that the looality 
wherein It was to lay two-tblrde of tbe 
new mains, was one where there was no 
□mediate necessity .for them. Tbe 
second objection wae the amount of 
money involved. Tbe ohalrmao of the 
water oommlttee met tbe second objec¬ 
tion with the assertion that the ooet of 
the work oould be paid from the profits 
of tbe water department, Tbe chair ufan 
of .the water deparment was apparently 
eo eotbused with the belief that tbe 
water department wae makleg the large 
irofit that he oi aimed for it, ha had tba 
courage to attempt to prove It through 
the business like medium of a financial 
report. 

The minority had been repeatedly 
voted down on every question that went 
to a vote durlDg the controversy and op- 
icaitlon to the scheme of tbe chairman 
of the water oommlttee, appeared hope¬ 
less and useless. The minority, how¬ 
ever, continued a patient game, and 
when tbe chairman of the water commit¬ 
tee committed himself to statistics lo 
writing, the minority saw their opportu¬ 
nity and let the trap spring, and from 
that time on the chairman of the water 
committee was fighting blindly and was 
forced from one position to another and 
entangled himself Id contradictions and 
Inconsistencies, and finally abandoned 
hie project. Thus ended a long and 
needless fight. Tbe next administration 
will .probably steer clear of aoy repUl- 
tlon of it.
